SEE FLAWS AT PRESENT. 


Government Bonds Are Too Un- 
wieldy for Purpose to Which 
_/They Now Are Put as 
4 Security.

Boston, Mass., Oct. 19.—[Spectal.}—Bank- 
ers and financial men here are much inter- 
ested in the proposition for the reform of the 
currency. They were convinced long ago 
that the present system was and always 
would be a menace to the prosperity of the 
country. They recognize the fact that when 
we need new money for the movement of the 
crops there is no additional currency to be 
had, whereas, when there is an abundance 
of currency in the merket there is no way of 
reducing the circulation. 
At the same time the Boston bankers do 
not seem to be wedded to any particular 
scheme of currency reform, and they appar- 


ently are willing to postpone their decision - 


until after the report of the monetary com- 
mission has been presented, a year or s0 
later. 
It can hardly be said that a central bank 
is popular here, and yet a good many bank- 
"ers are ready to accept it as the best scheme 
which can be presented. The postal savings 
bank is on the whole unpopular. Massachu- 
setts has an admirable savings bank system, 
which is a model for the whole country, and 
the need for a government institution is 
much less apparent than in the more sparse- 
ly settled states west of the Alleghanies. 


Wait Advised by Expert. 
One of the youngest, most progressive finan-

That body has gathered an immense fund of 
information,-so that when a report is made 
tht will present statistics and arguments 
which will have a great deal to do in deciding 


“ There are some dangers in having a great 
central bank controlled by private interests, 
and. yet it might be even worse to have the 
control absolutely vested in the government. 
It would work all right so long as the secre- 
tary of the treasury and controller of the cur- 
rency and the other executive officers of the 
bank were honest, nonpartisan, and compe- 
tent. It sometimes happens that some of 
them are the reverse, and then the bank will 
be at the mercy of unscrupulous politicians 
or ignorant officials who are entirely unfitted 
te deal with an important financial crisis. 


One Feature Held Good. 


“There is one feature about the central 
bank scheme,’’ continued Mr. Wing, “ which 
might work out to be a positive benefit to our 
commercial system. The theory of the bank 
ig to advarice money on commercial puper. 
The effect will be that the manufacturer 
would draw on the wholesaler or the jobber 
at a definite period of sixty or ninety days. 
When the draft was accepted it would be- 
come the best kind of commercial paper. We 
would in fact get downu to the English system 
of bills of exchange. 

“The result would be to wipe out the open 
book accounte and to substitute for them a 
definite credit with a specific limitation of 
time, which could be discounted at the bank 
and thus relieve the manufacturer or jobber 
of the necessity of carrying his customer. 
We need such an instrument of indebtedness 
much in this country, and the creation of a 
system which would substitute accepted 
drafts for open credits would be of vast bene- 
fit to business and to the banks generally.” 

President Wing also had another rather 
novel query as to whether the central bank, 
being limited altogether to rediscounting, 
could really make the business pay. “ Of 
course I haven't studied the subject, and 
probably no ome knows much about it, and 
yet during prosperous times it seems doubtful 
whether there would be ehough rediscount to 
make a profit for the bank. Just at the pres- 
ent time, for instance, there is little of that. 
The banks discount commercial! paper in the 
ord F-way and are content to hold it 
till maturity. Under such a condition of 

affairs it is difficult to see where a central 
bank could step in and make any further 
profit by means of this same paper, which is 
being renewed at short intervals in any event. 


- Bonds Not Best Security.

Now, with the crisis in the 
campaign at hand, the clean city advocates 
have made their decisive effort with massed 
forces. 


Every officer of the road, every director, 
and as many stockholders as could be 
reached have been apprised of the fact that 
Chicago is tired of waiting for a reasonable 
abatement of an injurious nuisance, and 
looks to them to take the first step towards 
an immediate Improvement in conditions for 
which they are chiefly responsible. The posi-

The present antiquated termina! on Canal 
street, which long has been utterly inade- 
quate, inconvenient, and an eyesore at one 
of the entrances to the city, isgo be repiaced 
with the magnificent new structure as soon 
as the railroads now entering the station can 
agree-on the details. Mr. McCrea, who came 
to Chicago late in the rnoon with a party 
of the officials and directors of the Pennsyl« 
vania system on the annual inspeciion trip, 
declined to give details beyond a general

TARIFF ON PULP 
Two Associations in Session 


Here Protest Against Im- 
pending Schedules. 


CANADA SURE TO COUNTER 
Congressman Mann and John 


Norris Explain Neighbor's 
Ability to Hit Back. 


The placing of w pulp on the tariff free 
list is the only solution to the impending 
trade war between the United States and 
by the new print paper 
and wood pulp ‘tariff incorporated in the re- 
cent tariff bill. 
The foregoing is the belief of Congressman 
James R. Mann and of John Norris, cbair- 
man of the standing. committee on print 
paper of the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ association, as expressed in addresses 
before the Inland Daily Press association 
yesterday. 
Following. the addresses the association, 
and later in the day the [Jlinois Daily News- 
paper Publishers’ association, two of the 
strongest organizations of their kind in the 
middle west, voiced the most emphatic pro- 
test that has yet been made against the im- 
pending paper tariff and indorsed a letter of 
appeal to President Taft asking that a new 
investigation be made and the report of the 
Mann committee be adopted. - 
Congressman Mann declared that only the 
reduction of the tariff and probably the en- 
tire elimination of the duty, was all thai 
could prevent a disastrous trade war with 
Canada. 

Says Canada Is Aroused. 
Mr. Norris stated emphatically that he be- 
Heved that only a free schedule for print 
paper and pulp now would be accepted by 
the Canadians. 
“Had the $2 duty been fixed at the time the 
tariff bill wgs in the making,” he said, ‘‘Can- 
ada would have accepted it. but now the 
Canadians are aroused and they believe that 
wit the United States sticking for a duty 
they will pull the $500,000,000 invested in 
this country in paper manufacturing prop- 
erties over into Canada. 
“That is the talk of their pulp men, their 
paper manufacturers, and their newspapers. 
And any change in the attitude of the Cana- 
dian government toward a compromise duty 
would mean the downfall of the men at the 
head of the Canadian government.”’ 
Congressman Mann gave a careful review 
of the investigation made by his committee 
while the tariff bill was pending in congress 
and a history of the print paper and wood 
pulp provision from its inception. 


Summarizes Publishers’ Aims. 
Mr. Norris prefaced his talk to the Press 
association by stating that Congressman 
Mann had acted with impartiality. thorough- 
ness, and squareness in the work of his spe- 


cial congressional committee which made an 


inquiry into the print paper matter. He 


summarized the aims of the American Pub- 


lishers’ association in its paper campaign as 
follows: 

First—Uniform prices on print paper based 
on the open market and on a broader market 
than the combination of paper makers will per- 
mit. 

Second—Standardization in width of rolls, 
weight, color, surface, and quality. 
Third—Uniform specifications. 
Fourth—Improved methods of manufacture 
leading to a reduction in the waste of ma- 
terials and to a more intelligent management 
ef paper mills by the training of skilled work- 
ers and technically equipped superintendents. 
“The association believes,’ He said, “ that 
with improved management the modern mills 
would yield a handsome profit and supply 
white paper to the consumers at 1% cents 
a pound delivered in the press room. 

“The imminence of the trade war with 
Canada is the outcome of the effort whereby 
Senator Hale succeeded in taxing users of 


$50,000,000 worth of print paper annually to 


help his Maine constituents.”’ 

Medill McCormick, publisher of Tue Tris- 
UNE, also denounced the present tariff on 
paper and the men in congress who blocked 
the efforts towards its real] reduction. 


Ridder’s Letter to Taft. 


The letter indorsed by~the two publishers’ 
associations was written some time ago to 
President Taft by Herman Ridder, president 
of the American Newspaper Publishers’ as- 
sociation. The joint protest was registered 
at the annual meetings of the associations 
in Chicago. 

The letter is as follows: 

“To the President: The full text of your 
address at Winona, Minn., on the tariff bill 
has just come to hand. With the utmost re- 
spect we submit that your statement re- 
specting the paper schedule shows that you 
could not have correctly read or understood 
what the print paper paragraph contained 
as it passed the house of representatives. 
You were apparently misled by designing 
men into a serious blunder when in the clos- 
ing days of the tariff conference they induced 
you to reverse your previous attitude upon 
print paper and changed your notions of what 
the Mann committee recommended and of 
what the house of representatives had ap- 
proved. 

“The Mann committee, after a ten months’ 
investigation, marked by unusual thorough- 
ness. reported that a rate of $2 would cover 
the difference in cost of production at home 


safeguarded American paper mills against 
the serious Canadian tangle which your ad- 
vice to the tariff conferees has since precipi- 
tated. 

Points Out Quebec’s Decision. 


“The fixing of the rate on print paper 
at $3.75 a ton, which you advised, has decided 
the province of Quebec to prohibit the ex- 
portation of its pulp , and many Ameri- 
can paper mills must close or move to Can- 
ada’ to obtain their supplies of raw material. 

“The country is now in a fair way fora 
trade war with Canada because of your ap- 
parent failure to correctly redd the Mann 
committee's recommendations. We are 
threatened with an industrial disturbance 
which will involve business interchanges 
with Canada amounting to $285,000,000 per 
annum. 

“ We sincerely trust that you can find some 
method of rectifying the mistake into which 
you were led.. We fully appreciate the diffi- 
culties and responsibilities of your exalted 
office and we believe you are trying to do 
the best you can. We know that you must 
rely upon others for your information. We 
fee] that every citizen is under obligation to 
help you. Therefore we write this letter to 
you. i HERMAN RIDDER,

May not 
there be training for the profession? 

“ The only position successfully filled with- 
out training is that of idiot. 


Prophets Made, Not Born? 

** Journalism is the profession of the inter- 
preter. Shall there be no training for the 
interpreter? It is the profession of the 
prophet. Shall there be no school of the 
prophets? 

“The trained man succeeds best every- 
where. To confess otherwise makes journal- 
ism a profesison for the ignoramus and the 
fool. 

** But what and how this training? 

** The old plan was in the newspaper office 
only, by practice on the public. The new plan 
is in schools of journalism. 

“The newspaper office plan is as old asa 
newspaper office. It has produced—it will 
produce—many great journalists. There were 
surgeons before the medical school came and 
there were lawyers before the school of law. 
But today no man would trust his property 
right to an untrained lawyer or his life in 
the hands of any physician who kfhew not the 
medicine of the schools. 

‘‘ The school of journalism is a newer plan. 
It may give only certain training, as law 
schools and medical schools can give only cer- 
tain training. He who receives this training, 
however, will be better fitted for journalism 
and more quickly a leader in it than without 


the training. 


Teach Newspaper English. 

‘‘What shall the School of Journalism 
teach? English, of course—newspaper Eng- 
lish—not the dry as dusi English of an anti- 
quated text book; the English of the best 
journalist rather than the English of Chau- 
cer and Spenser. The copy readers make 
the language of today. Th- school may train 
in copy reading. It will teach history. No 
man may understand today without know!l- 
edge of the backgroufid of history. It will 
teach economfts, the fledgling science of 
sociology, and give an insight into public 
law. It will have professional courses. It 
will teach advertising and publishing. It 
will teach news gathering, reporting, the 
value of news, its presentation and display. 
It will teach newspaper administration, the 
direction and production of the editorial 
page. It will teach the bei law. 

“If the Missouri plan be followed, it will 
teach these professional courses not by lec- 
tures only, but by laboratory as well. By 
practice each afternoon upon a daily news- 
paper—not a college publication, but a gener- 
al daily newspaper—ia will seek to add skill 
to culture. To acquire skill in medicine and 
surgery the young doctor walks the hospital 
wards. To acquire skill in teaching the 
embryo teacher has his practice school. So 
training in journalism must, in my opinion, 
give laboratory practice upon an adequate 
journal. This is the Missouri plan. 


How About Untrained Writers? 

‘No untrained lawyer is permitted to prac- 
tice by statutory enactment. No untrained 
doctor may hold certificate from the board 
of health. No untrained teacher may in- 
struct in our schools. Shall the untrained 
\ journalist be permitted to practice first upon 
the body politic? 

“ Journalism is just finding itself. It was 
always the fourth estate. It is now the first 
power. Shall it rise to its opportunity, se- 
cure for the men and women who are to go 
into it the largest possible training? 

“Training means a really free press, a 
press of largest public service. There is no 
thraildom for the trained man... In the 
school of journalism he may learn high 
ideals, the ethics of the profession, and learn 
to maintain the dignity of the noblest cali- 
ing known to man. 


Talks on News Phases, 

“ News Phases,”’ dealt with from the stand- 
point of the news producer was the subject 
of an informal talk by Medill McCormick, 
given before the members of the association 
at a luncheon given in the THe TRIBUNE 
composing room at noon.

Old German Customs Followed in 
Great Annual Banquet. 


PIG RULER OF THE FEAST.

The large ballroom of the La Salle hotel 
might have been the great banquet hall of a 
feudal castle of Germany ifn the medieval 
Gays last night. The occasion might have 
been a celebration at the height or Yuletide.

“The action was taken on Monday at the 
suggestion of Health Commissioner Evans, 
who is aiding us in the attempt to get as 
many men con post duty as possible,”’ said 
Chief Steward, “ but it is not final, and the 
men may go back to the ambulances if we 
find the service is crippled by their absence 
Only sixteen men have been on this work, 
and we can spare them if it is necessary be- 
cause of its importance.’’ 


Sends Protest to Council. 

The chief is looking forward with interest 
to the meeting of the council committee on 
police tomorrow afternoon, when his plan 
for eliminating the distinctions between the 
positions of detective, patrol and desk ser- 
geants will be considered. 

At present there are eighteen patrol ser- 
geants and nine desk sergante on duty in 
the detective bureau and twenty detective 
sergeants are doing the work of patrol or 
desk sergeants. 

*T have been informed,” said Chief Stew- 
ard in his communication to the mayor ask- 
ing immediate action in the matter, “ that 
this has been brought about by the exigency 
of the service and the necessity of assighing 
men with some regard of their personal apti- 
tudes. The result of this is demoralizing In 
effect. 

“For inetance, detailing detective ser- 
geants to the position of acting patrol ser- 
geants means the assigning of men to those 
positions who are not uniformed and, regard- 
ing their positions as more or less temporary, 
they do not procure uniforms. This results 
in a number of patro] sergeants being uni- 
tormed «nd a number not. 


Says Present System Is Wrong. 

* Men assigned to this duty temporarily are 
reluctant naturally to take action in many 
instances where they would not hesitate if 
their assignment was understood to be perma- 
nent. This neutralizes their effectiveness. 

‘* As there is a grade of lieutenant, captain 
and inspector, so there should be one grade of 
sergeant and the various duties which nat- 
urally would be performed by & sergeant can 
be assigned to such sergeants as by tempera- 
ment and experience would promise best re-

SKIRMISHES. 


Political war stil prevails in Gary, Ind. 

Skinmishing parties of varying political 
complexions meet upon the streets at not 
infrequent intervals, and although sometinres 
bloodshed ensues, more often the combat- 
ants retire in disorder to nurse various 
bruises and contusions, 

As a result of the fortunes of war yester- 
day two men are lying at the point of death 
in a Gary hospital, several others are being 
nursed for serious wounds, and others are 
boastfully exhibiting bruises received in bat- 
tle. No arrests have been made, for arrest- 
ing of political malcontents is not the fashion 
of the day. 


Battle of Rhode Island Avenue. 


The battle of. Rhode Island avenue, by far 
the biggest of the day, was fought early in 
the afternoon. A emall party: of the adher- 
ems of Thomes E. Knotts, independent 
Democrat, were strolling down the avenue 
when from around the corner of a side street 
came a group of the henchmen of W. C. 
Crolius, the regular Democratic nominee 
sal mayor. To meet was the signal for a 

ght. 

Those who witnessed the battle declare that 
the desire for combat seemed mutual. The 
two parties, each composed of about ten men, 
promptly mixed, and for ten or fifteen min- 
utes a lively fight ensued, with victory hov- 
ering first over one side and then over the 
other. Knives, bludgeons, and fists were 
used indiscriminately. Fipally, however, 
victory decided upon the Crolius army and 
descended to their aid. 

When the dust of battle was cleared away 
Milo Jelovich and Peter Basvich. both 
Knotts’ partisans, lay stretched upon the 
pavement, each mortally wounded. Jelovich 
was stabbed in vital parts and Basvich was. 
unconecious with a cracked skull. They were 
taken to Mercy hospital, where Dr. Frank 
Smith, who attended them, declared that 
probably neither of them could survive his 
wounds. 


Wounded Are Carried Away. 


Several others of both parties were carried 
away from the field of battle, some of them 
carrying severe wounds, others merely bear- 
ing the painful recollection of forceful com- 
tact with fist or sticks and stones. These 
were taken to various boarding houses in the 
neighborbood, and it would have been diffi- 
cult for the police to find them had they 
searched. 

Patrick Finnerty, an undertaker of Gary 
and likewise a Democrat, and John Bennett. 
a Republican, are also among the wounded 
as the result of the series of ekirmishes. 
These two, each carrying the conviction of 
the principles of his party, met upon one 
of the business streets, and a heated argu- 
ment followed. The result is that Finnerty 
i¢ nursing a broad scalp wound and Bennett 
was beaten.

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OLD TREATY IS UP OCT. 31. 


New Act in This Country Names Date 
of Abrogation. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—Government 

officials here are not disposed to regard the 
action of France in deciding to assess the 
maximum rate of duty against all imports 
trom thg United States as an evidence of her 
intention to eater into a tariff war with this 
government. 
On Aug. 7 last President Taft, in pursu- 
ance of the provisions of section 4 of our new 
tariff act, gave formal notice to France, 
Switzerland, and Bulgaria that our commer- 
cial agreements with them would be termi- 
nated om Oct. 81 of this year. Other govern- 
ments were notified that our commercial] 
agreements with those countries would ter- 
minate on certain other specified dates. 

About the middle of last month the secre- 
tary of state received from Consul General 
Mason at Paris the text of the announcement 
by the French government of the abrogation 
of our commercial agreement with that 
country and since that time there has been 
no expectation here other than that, begin- 
ning on Nov. 1, American exports to France 
would taxed at ite maximum rates, as 
from that date the exportations of France to 
the United States will likewise pay our full 


waterways commission, was aboard the ship. 
He said 

“I have found that the magnitude of our 
own waterways, as compared, for instance, 
with those of France, Germany, and Holland, 
puts the problem of conetrucing artificial 
streams,in the’ United States and improving 
the great rivers in a clase by itself. What 
might do for the rivers of Europe would not 
do for our own—such, for example, as the 
Mississippi and the Missouri. 


Germans Harness ‘the Rhine. 

“TI found that the German. engineers had 
solved the problem of confining the Rhine 
within a definite course. Once that river cut 
up the same tricks as the Mississipi, carv- 
ing out a bed for itself and roaming afl over 
the country. It has been harnessed, just as 
we can, and I believe will, harness the Mis- 
sissippi, making a course for it out of which 
it will not wander. 

“Our study of Buropean waterways was 
of some benefit, but not of s0 much value as 
it might have been if the conditions there 
resembled those here. I was surprised to see 
how well the Rhine had been utilized, shal- 
low as it is, by the shippers. We saw hun- 
dreds of steel barges, which I understand 
have a life of about twenty years, being 
towed along the river. These barges have a 
draft of only six feet, but they carfy 2,800 
tons of cargo apiece. Larger steam barges, 
which go along the seacoast after leaving 
the lower part of the Rhine and have a draft 
of about ten feet, carry 3,600 tons. These 
barges interested us a great deal and they 
might be utilized in our own shallow wa; 
ters.” j

France Most Severe to the U. 8. 


France, more than any other country in 
Europe, has discriminated against American 
products. Germany gives to the United 
States her minimum rates on about 95 per 
cent of our exportations to that country. 
France, “however, has charged this country 
her maximum rates on all our exportations, 
with the exception of a few articles enumer- 
ated in section 3 of the Dingley tariff act. 
Under that section France has given us her 
conventional or reduced rate on canned 
meats, fresh and dried fruits, pork meats, 
lard, mineral oils, ahd coffee from Porto 
Rico, while the United States has given 
France reciprocaily the benefit of a reduced 
rate on champagnes, brandies, argots, and a 
few other commodities of less consequence. 

It remains to be seen whether between now 
and March 81 of next year France will give 
to the United States her minimum rates on 
substantially ‘all of our exports into that 
country or accept the consequence of having 
to pay our maximum rates. These maximum 
rates are the regular schedule rates of the 
new tariff act with 25 per cent added. 

The effect of having to pay our maximum 
rate would undoubtedly be to put France at 
a tremendous disadvantage as dompared 
with practically all other European nations 
in handling American goods. 


America to Boost Wine Duty. 


America probably is France’s best market 
for her brandies, champagnes, and other 
wines, and it is confidently expected that she 
will seriously consider between now and 
March 31 next whether she can afford to pay 
not only a rate considerably higher than she 
has been paying but an additional increase of 
25 per cent over this higher rate.

DISCLAIMS TIGER 


Candidate in Wigwam De- 
'- glares He Has Made No 
Pledges to Tammany. 


AGAIN ATTACKS HEARST. 


Bannard in Speeches Clings 
Closely to Business Issues 
of Campaign. 


New York, Oct. 19.—‘And so this is Tam- 
many Hall. It is the first time that I have 
ever been here, but if this is Tammany Hall 
where ts the tiger? *’ 

These were the first words spoken tonight 
| by William J. Gaynor, Democratic nominee 
for mayor of New York, as he gazed out over 
&@ sea of faces in the old structure on Four- 
teenth street known as the “ wigwam,” the 
headquarters of the most remarkable politi- 
’ cal organization in the world. 

It was a typical Tammany ovation and a 
typical Tammany ification meeting. The 
hall was packed, with here and there a wom- 
an’s face in the audience. Although Judge 
Gaynor had delivered several addresses 
since his nomination, it was not until tonight 
that the Democratic ticket in Manhattan was 
officially “ ratified.” 

Otto T. Bannard, maintaining his whirlwind 
pace, but adhering closely to business issues 
and avoiding personalities, delivered four 
speeches in Harlem tonight, but interest was 
centered in the Tammany gathering. Judge 
Gaynor used notes in delivering his ad- 
dress. He made thrusts at W. R. Hearst, his 
Independent rival, and criticised Bannard. 


Touches on “Personal Liberty.” 
He also touched on “ personal liberty,” 
traction problems, subways, and other issues 
of interest to the city only. He repeated 
that if there was to be any swallowing be- 
tween him and the tiger he would be found 
on the outside. Referring to the office of 
mayor of New York, he classed it as second 
in importance only to the presidency of 
the United States. 
He sought to refute the charge that he 
is strictly a Tammany candidate by declar- 
in 
*Y asked no organization, no party to nom- 
laate me, and I say to you now that I have 
t made no promise to any man or organization. 
If there is any one here who believes I shall 
abandon my life record, why, I say, let him 
yote against me.”’ 


Words of Gaynor Cheered. 


Gaynor’s words were greeted with cheers. 
While Gaynor was speaking four big out of 
doors meetings were conducted from as 
many platforms to accommodate the great 
throng that could not get into Tammany hall. 

The splutter of fireworks, red fire and 
torches added to the confusion, but no one 
was seriously injured. 

Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany 
hall, was present, as were other prominent 
members of the organization. 


Bannard Wants to Hit Graft. 


In his speeches tonight, which were prac- 
tically the same at al four pointe of ad- 
dress, Mr. Bannard said, among other things: 

“JT am not a windmill. I am a business 
man who wants to spend the hardest four 
years of his life in stamping out graft and 
introducing business machinery into New 
York city government. It can be done, and 
I belHeve I can do it.” 

He refused to be drawn into any contro- 
versy with Hearst, who at first accepted the 
nomination as a passive candfdacy, heading 
the same ticket as Bannard, but who last 
night turned against the Republican nominee 
and attacked him bitterly. 


Hughes Explains His Position. 


In a letter to Gen. 8S. LL Woodford Gov. 
Hughes explained his declination to take part 
in the local campaign. 

‘‘Under our system,’ he wrote, “ the gov- 
ernor is the reviewing officer, to whom 
the more important local authorities are 
accountable, and he should so conduct 
himself with regard to local controversies 
that to the greatest extent possible he may 
exercise this important jurisdiction in sus- 
taining and dismissing charges, without sug- 
gestion of unfairness or improper motive.” 


Hearst Takes a Rest. 

After his four speeches of last night Hearst 
rested during the night and did not appear 
in the campaign. Gaynor is still the favor- 
ite In the betting, although money for elec- 
tion betting seems scarcethis year, or else 
those who wager on the results of elections 
are holding off for the situation to clear up.

THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE'S boat, Florence II 
arrived in the Peoria harbor at 4 o'clock. 
i was met by astrong deputation of Peoria’s 
responsible citizens. THE TRIBUNE contin- 
gent was taken to the Creve Coeur club and 
Peoria’s desires were made clear and certain 
Peoria, with its tremendous manufacturing 
igdustries and its grain consuming inter- 
esis, Wants a waterway which will bring in

Suffragette Wins 


OPENS WITH FIGHT 


Bitter Words Follow Seating 


of Delegates from Elec- 
trical Workers. 


WRIGHT HAS NOVEL PLAN 


May Ask Other Large Federations 


to Meet Before National 
Campaign. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Belleville, Ill., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—In spite 
of warnings uttered by President Edwin R. 
Wright that nothing would be entertained 
that would tend to disrupt the harmony of 
organized labor, a bitter fight over the seat- 
ing of two delegates of the electrical workers’ 
union marked the opening session of the con- 


vention of the Illinois State Federation of | 


Laoor. 


Tne matter came up on the question of the ! 


adoption of the report of the credentials com- 
mittee. A contesting delegation from the 
“secersionist”’ faction of the electrical 


Workers demanded recognition by,the con- | 


vention and when the committee recpmmend- 


ed the seating of the “ regular’ or American | 
Federation of Labor faction delegates an up- | 
roar broke. out that continued for more than | 
two hours. The regular delegates finally won | 
* out, though it is predicted that the fight on . 
behalf of the “ secessionists "’ willbe brought | 
before the convention again before final ad- 


journment. 

For a time the fight on the floor, which was 
led by Duncan MacDonald of the United 
Mine Workers of llinois and several! Social- 
ist mine workers, looked as if it would result 
in a split similar to those’which occurred re- 
cently in the conventions of the Ohio and 
Iowa state federations over the same ques- 


tion. 
Fight Starts Over Report. 

The fight started after the names of the two 
Gelegates had been referred back to the com- 
mittee for a special report and a new recom 
mendation had been made that they bs 
seated. Delegates MacDonald and A. C. 
Germer protested against seating them on 
the ground that it would be in violation of 
the constitution of the federation. 

“These two organization have paid only 
40 and 60 cents respectively into the treasury 
of this federation, and I protest against seat- 
ing the delegates,’”’ said MacDonald. 

“This is not a question of dollars and 
cents, but of principle,’’ said Delegate L. P. 
Straub of Chicago, representifig the allied 
Printing Trades council. ‘‘ These two dele- 
gates represent a minority In the Electrical 
Workers’ union, which !s attempting to up- 
hold the policy and principles of the great 
parent body, the American Federation of 
Labor.” 

“ I-agree that it is a question of principle,”’ 
retorted Delegate Germer of the mine work- 
ers. “ But Delegate Straub carefully has 
avoided telling us what the principle is. I 
demand to know if 80 per cent of an organiza- 
tion is to rule or is 20 per cent of the mem- 
bership to be dominant. It is not the business 
of the American Federation of Labor to in- 
terfere with the internal affairs of any or- 
ganization. I approve the stand taken by the 
Ohio and Iowa state federation conventions.” 


Connors Fights Secession. 

“It is‘ time now to place your heel on this 
serpent of secessionism that is creeping in to 
poison and destroy Our movement,” said Del- 
@gate James B. Connors of the Chicago 
switchmen’s union, shaking his fist in the di- 
rection of Delegate MacDonald. At this 
juncture Delegate Edward N. Nockels of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor jumped tntothe 
breach and it was his speech that largely de- 
/ cidec the outcome in favor of the “ regulars.” 
“I am a member of the electrical workers 


and I know something about this dispute,”’. 


said he. “If this convention should deny 
tnese two delegates their seats it would be 
putting a premium on secession and would be 
a direct slap at the American Federation of 
Labor.”’ ; 

The convention opened in the morning with 
more than 350 delegates from all parts of the 


state and more are scheduled to arrive to- | 


morrow. The report of Secretary Treas- 
urer J. F. Morris of Springfield showed that 
the last year was the most prosperous in the 
history of the organization. Financial re- 
ceipts for the year showed a total of $11,427 
with disbursements of $10,042. fia 


Wright Has New Ivea. 

A sensational feature of the annual report 
of President Wright was the recommenda- 
tion that an invitation be exten to the 
Indiana, Lowa, Missouri, Wiscon n, Ohio, 
and Michigan State Federations of}Labor to 
meet in joint session with the Iflinois. fed- 
eration either in Chicago or Peoria two 
yerrs hence for the purpose of “ influencing 
and shaping ’’ the issues of the next presi- 
Lo gg campaign. On this subject the report 
read: 

“I wish to suggest to the conventio 
advisability of locking ahead for a eS 
planning our work. In doing this it ocours 
to me that we might fix the place of holding 
the next two conventions of the Illinois State 
Federation of Labor. Next year we could 
hold our annual meeting as usual, and the 
following year we might invite the state 
federations of Indiana, Iowa, Missouri, Wis- 
consin, Ohio, and Michigan to meet with us 
in joint session at some centrally located 
city of this state. 

“I make this suggestion having in view 
the national campaign that will immediate- 
ly follow the twenty-ninth annwal conven- 
tion of our organization and the effect a con- 
vention of several thousand trade delegates 
should have on shaping the issues of that 
campaign to our great and ting industrial] 
benefit. 

_May Be Fixtures of Campaigns. 

“ Should we decide to invite such a gather- 
ing there is a possibility of such joint ses- 
sions becoming a fixture of every four years. 
Each state organization could meet ing 8epa- 
rate hail for tne transaction of business per- 
taining to its particular locality and the 
joint sessions could be set apart for general 
er national issues. The plan is, I believe, 
worthy of serious consiceration, as it places 
directly before every trace unionist, every 
joca] union, ana every central body of the 


group of states the power of the inftiative in 


national affairs.”’ 

The report was referred to the committee on 
officers’ reporis, and there is little doubt 
that it will be recommenced and adopied.

COURT HOLDS. UP PETITION. 


Inspector Davies Refuses to Accept

Forty factory owners, it is expected, wll! be 
called before the grand jury this morning to 
answer questions concerning alleged vicila- 
tions of the new ten hour law for women. 
Three indictments will be returned, according 
to Assistant State’s Attorney Marshall, and 


- the cases will be prosecuted as test cases. 


Chicago factory owners have cohtended the 
statute was not constitutional and the grand 
jury action was determined upon by the 
state's attorney yesterday after a clash be- 
tween Bdgar T:-Davies, state factory inspec- 
tor. and H. C. Lust, associate counsel with 
William Duff Haynie. as attorney for the Illi- 
nois Manufacturers’ association. Five min- 
utes after the factory inspector had agreed in 
Judge Carpenter's court to bring no more 
suits against violators of the law until the 
Supreme court had passed on its constitution- 
ality, he repudiated the agreement. 


Court Holds Up Petition. 


Mr. Lust appeared in court to file an inter- 
vening petition on behalf of members of the 
association. .This petition would have ob- 
tained for the petitfoners the protection ofa 
restraining order granted by Judge Tuthili 
some time azo, enjoining prosecutions 
against W. C. Ritchie & Co. 

Judge Carpenter insisted that he hear fuli 
arguments in the case before he would allow 
the petition to be filed. 

‘*T have in mind a finding: of the Oregon 
Supreme court upholding such a law,’’ the 
court said. “and also the finding of the 
United States Supreme court confirming the 
opinion. The filing of this petition amounts 
to my issuing an injunction. 

“? would suggest that inasmuch as the 
matter is pending in the Supreme court for 
an opinion, the factory inspector agree that 


he will begin no further sults until the ques- 


tion is disposed of.”’ 


Davies Changes His Mind. 

After some hesitancy, Davies said that he 
would agree not to bring any new cases, 
After he left the courtroom and consulted 
with his attorney, Samuel A. Harper, the 
factory inspector notified Mr. Lust that he 
had changed his mind. 

As a result the association this morning will 
make another application for a restraining 
order against Davies and the state’s attorney.

The last bolt in the battle that has been 
raged unceasingly for the last several weeks 
by the Anti-Smoke league was shot by Mra.

Urges Harahan to Help. 

“TI take this opportunity to urge that you 
modify your report to the directors of your 
road as given in the press by reconrmending 
that work begin at once on the local suburban 
tracks, which will lessen the noise and dirt 
alongside our homes, If this ig not donel 
assure you that we shall have to continue 
our crusade, for we will not give up our 
homes, and we will not cease publicly de- 
manding our rigkts,’’ she wrote. 

But while the women of Chicago are resting 
in their camps awaiting the outcome of the 
meetings of the,Illinois ‘Central's directors 
and stockholders today. official Chicago will 
be busy formulating a mandatory ordinance 
that will compel the railroads to electrify 
their lines in the event of their not being 
willing to do so without compulsion. This 
afternoon the council committee on local 
transportation, of which Ald. Milton J. Fore- 
man is the chairman, will meet and take up 
the general subject of the electrification of 
steam lines. 

At this meeting Ald. Snow will be asked to 
explain the ordinance which he introduced 
two weeks ago making it compulsory for all 
steam railroads to electrify their terminals 
within eight miles of the center of the city. 

Corporation Counsel Brundage also will be 
in attendance, and it is expected he will 
have with him the first rough draft of an or- 
dinance which is being prepared in his office 
which will have the same purpose. 


Studies Power of City. 

For several weeks Mr. Brundage and his 
assistants have been looking up the legal 
end of the question, with a view to ascertain- 
ing how far the city can go in compelling 
electrification, and it is expected that, he 
will have much valuable data for the com- 
mittee to work upon. . 

One of the questions that he will be asked 
to explain is whether the thing desired can 
be accomplished by a mandatory ordinance 
or whether by contract ordinances, as Was 
done when track elevation was the issue. 

It is conceded that in case the corporation 
counsel decides that Chicago's chances of 
relief lies in contract ordinances, which the 
railroads must accept, there are plenty. of 
means at hand under the police powers of 
the city, by which the railroads can be 
brought to time, and can be made to see that 
électrification wil be -cheaper than continu- 
ous prosecution. 

For the next few weeks the committee will 
devote itself almost exclusively to studying 

thts question. unless,of course, the Illinois 
Central officials announce after today’s 
meeting that the work of electrification will 
commence at once. 

Promise of “Less Smoke.” 


Immediate electrification will not be sanc- 
tioned or recommended by the Illinois Cen- 
tral directors, it was asserted in the evening. 
At the same time, the report that will be 
made by thém to the stockholders concern- 
ing the question will be couched In concilia- 
tory language, and will make definite prom- 
ises that the best energies of the officials 
will be directed toward reducing the amount 
of smoke produced upon its lines. 

It was ascertained during the day from one 
of the prominent officials of the road, who 
expressly desired not to be quoted, that one 
of the things that is keeping the possibility 
of electrifying its Ines prominently before 
the officers and directors of the road is the 
chance that a subway may be built in the 
not far distant future. Without this possi- 
bility the railroad official intimated that the 
directors never would have considered elec- 
trification seriously, nor would they have 
gone to the expense of securing plans and 
estimates. 

It was conceded, however, that a subway 
would be of inestimable benefit to the rail- 
road, and that the increase in its revenues 
through having its suburban trains enter 
the heart of the city through the subway 
would fully justify the cost of electrification 
and the new equipment that would be neces- 
sary. 

But, so far as the matter of electrifying 


under present conditions, the attitude of the |

Shedd. 

The other nine directors are ali eastern 
men, representing eastern interests. None 
of the local directors could be induced to 
talk about electrification, and of the three 
eastern men who came here for the meeting, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, A. G. Hackstaff, and 
Mr. Peabody, only the latter would talk. 

“IT am not an electrician nor a practical 
railroad operator,’ said Mr. Peabody, prefac- 
ing an answer to the question “‘ Do you favor 
the electrification of the Illinois Central 
‘nes?’ 

“From the information I have, and I will 
say that I have been trying to get all I could 
on the subject for the last year, I should say 
that electrification of the Illinois Central 
alone is not practicable, but if all the rail- 
roads entering Chicago were to undertake 
to electrify their terminalsat about the same 
time, I do not see why it cannot be done, 
leaving aside the question of cost. 

_ ‘To compe} the Ilinois Centra! to electrify 
ites Hnes and not put the same compulsion 
upon all the other roads which interchange 
traffic with us, and that includes practically 
every road entering the city, would be to 
isolate us, which would not be beneficial to 
the city and wouki be ruinous to the railroad 


“We Will, if Others Join.” 


“The Illinois Central] is doing all it can to 
reduce the amount of smoke, and we will! be 
glad to negotiate with the city for electri- 
fication, provided we can be assured that 
other roads will join the movement, and that 
what one does the others must do. 

“T am told that it would cost us $20,000,000 
to electrify. Whether the traffic would bear 
the cost in case all roads were on the same 
footing with regard to electric terminals, I 
am not enough of an operator to say, but 
I believe that the directors would be willing 
to take the matter up and negotiate along 
those lines. 

“*T am told that 70 per cent of our freight 
business in Chicago its interchanged—tnat is, 
we either take it from or give it to other 
lines. This interchange would be practically 
impossible if we alone of all the roads had our 
freight terminals electrified. 

“They ask us to electrify our passenger 
lines, particularly those used for suburban 
service, and if*the cost could be reduced pro- 
portionately to the amount of track electri- 
fied, I should say that would be all right. 
But our @ngineers tell us it cannot éven be 
cut in half. 

Denies Eastern Parallel. 

‘“* People in Chicago are accustomed to say- 
ing and thinking that electrification on the 
New York Central and the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford roads in New York has 
been successful, and naturally wonder why 
it cannot be done here. But the problem 
there is entirely different, and, besides, we 
know that electrification has not been suc- 
cessful in New York, which one could easily 
find out if he should get the easterg railroad 
men to talk. 

“ The eastern roads have made no attempt 
to electrify their freight terminals. It is only 
the passenger lines that are #@perated by elec- 
tricity. 

“The electrification of freight terminals 
has never been undertaken in this or any 
other country, and yet the people of Chicago 
are insisting that we spenc $20,000,000 on an 


experiment which may or may not be suc-- 


cessful. 

“The Illinois Central isitrying to reduce 
the smoke emanating on its lines. We are 
burning coke, and xy am told that there has 
been considerable trouble with it on account 
of clinkering. We are looking for a better 
quality of coke that will not have this fault. 

“The directors have authorized the pur- 
chase of a large number of gasoline motor 
cars to be used on the suburban service, and 
as soon as the engineers get a car that can 
be operated in either direction and from both 
ends I am sure they will be adopted. 


One Man Can’t See Smoke. 


“TI have looked in vain for smoke today 
and have watched the lake front for hours, 
but have seen none. .I think the officers are 
to be congratulated on what they have done. 
and I know that they will continue their ef- 
forts until the cause of complaint is entirely 
removed. We must not forget, however, that 
experiments have to be made before any sys- 
tem can be adopted and experimentation re- 
quires time. 

“Of course, I am speaking for myself, giy- 
ing my personal views, but I believe that 
others of the directors have similar views 
to my own on the subject.” 

When President Harahan was asked to give 
a last word before the meetings, he replied: 

“I have persistently refused to say any- 
thing for publication on this subject and must 
adhere to that rule. Wait until tomorrow. it 
is the big question before us and will be thor- 
oughly thrashed out.” 


Will Name Harriman’s Successor. 


Aside from the electrification question, the 
most important action to be taken by t 
stockholders will be the election of a 4dj- 
rector to succeed E. H. Harriman. While 
no definite statement can be obtained from 
the company or the directors, it is understood 
the position will fall to Judge R. 8S. Lovett, 
who succeeded Harriman as chairman of the 
executive committee of the Union and South- 
ern Pacific and who has assumed his positions 
in several other directorates. 

As the Union Pacific is the largest individ- 
ual holder of Illimois Central stock it is taken 
as a matter of course that a Union Pacific 
man will be elected to represent it, and a 
report from New York that Lovett would be 
named was tacitly confirmed by Charles A.

Federation Counsel Declares 
Spanish Leader Was “Mar- 
tyr to Freedom.” 


REFER TO GOMPERS CASE. 


Resolutions Say Justice Only Re- 
sults “from Jury Trial in 
Open Court.” 


| Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—Resolutions 


denouncing the “‘ murder ” of Francisco Fer- 
rer, the Spanish revolutionist, who recently 
was condemned by court martial and shot 
in Barcelona, were adopted at today’s s¢s- 
sion of the executive council of ~he American 
Federation of Labor. After the resolutions 
referred to Ferrer as a “ martyr” it was de- 
clared that his martyrdom has given “ the 
cause of liberty a great impetus not only in 
Spain and in European monarchical coun- 
tries, but everywhere that human aspiration 
for freedom yet seeks attainment.” 

“We on our own personal belief as well 
as in the name of America’s workers and the 
whole people,” the resolutions declare, *S ex- 
press our intense indignation, horror, and 
our strongest protest against the murder of 
Francisco Ferrer by direction of the Spanish 
government.”

toleration and freedom and enlightment.” 

The belief then is expressed that Prof. 
Ferrer will take rank with all those who have 
done the greatest service for humanity.

CESARE LOMBROSO I$ DEAD 


Noted Alienist Who Gave World 
New Science of Crime. 


QUOTED BY FAMOUS . MEN. 


Author of Many Books and Pamphlets 
on Criminology. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

TURIN, Oct. 18.—Cesare Lombroso, the 
noted Italian criminologist ‘and alienist, 
died today of heart disease. The’ mem- 
bers of his family were present at the 
time of his death. including his son-in-law, 
GugHelmo Ferrera, the historian. 

It is thought the execution of Prof. Ferrer 
hastened the end of Lombroso. He talked 
animatedly about Ferrer’s untimely death 
with members of his family. 

Prof. Lombroso gave the world a new sci- 
ence of crime. He perhaps was more fre- 
quently quoted than any other psychiatrist 
of recent times, A daring theorist in his 
field, he came often before the public in 
opinions of scientific practice and character- 
izations of famous men which ran more or 
Jess counter to accepted judgements. 

Liked Title “Physician of the Mind.” 

Yet notwithstanding that he held many 
opinions that were startling in their novelty 
and held them with an intense conviction, 
he put them forward with a modesty which is 
said to have verged on timidity. He had 
been called, and is said to have liked the 
designation, a “‘ physician of the mind.”’ 

It was his belief that close, patient study 
of great numbers of faces, supplemented by 
careful measurements, would develop finally 
an instinctive insight into the minds of men 
and women and be of infinite benefit to the 
race. In his own case at least, however, this 
method led toan amassing insight into human 
psychology. : 

Lombroso was born in’ Verona in 1836. 
His first experience gained as an army sur- 
geon he held for eight years. The foundation 
of his broad and thorough training was laid 
at the University of Turin, where he later 
became a professor. 

To learn how crime originates early became 
the great study of his life. He gained his 
first impetus in the direction of that study 
while still an army surgeon. In anger a 
soldier killed his superior officer. He was 
condemned and executed. In performing an 
autopsy Lombroso found in the skull, to his 
amazement, an occipital dimple which is 
characteristic, as a rule, only of the skulls of 


onkeys. 
"4 Key to New Science. 

The idea which then occurred to him de- 
veloped into his theory of crime, which he 
thereafter elaborated into a science. He saw 
that an imperfection of the brain, not A 
criminal addiction, had led to the soldier's 
act. In the cranial pecullarity noted he had 
found the key to the new method of record- 
ing variations from the normal. From the 
suggestion then gained he never departed. 
on Shakspeare as perhaps the 
soundest of them all in his delineation of 


aberrant types.

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SERS FLAWS IN TAX SYSTEM 


cerns Can’t Live in Illinois. 


REVISION OF LAW NEEDED. 


More Complaints on Reductions Made 
to Lederer Committee. 


That an honest industry ready and willing 
to pay its full share of taxes cannot live in 
Illinois in competition with the large per- 
centage of firms receiving reductions from 
the board of review was the assertion made 
yesterday by A. M. Barnhart, representing 
Barnhart Bros. & Spindler, before the Led- 
erer legislative investigating committee. 

Mr. Barnhart declared that a revision of 
the entire revenue system of the state is nec- 
essary in order to retain big industries in the 
state. He was called to explain reductions of 
$75,000 in 1906 and 1907 and $50,000 in 1908. 

This statement was confirmed by Charles 
Piez for the Link Belt company, who asserted 
that in the Pennsylvania plant of the com- 
pany the taxes on property of equal value 
would be just one-sixth of what they are in 


Ininois. 
No Schedules Filed. 


“The situation in this state is so serious,” 
said Mr. Piez, ‘* that it has caused the mem- 
bers of the Illinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion to raise a protest against the corpora- 
tion tax and to urge a revision of the revenue 
law.”’ 

Mr. Piez appeared to explain reductions 
for the last three years. The property is as- 
sessed at $350,000, from which the board cut 


| $85,000 in 1908 and 1907, and $50,000 in 1906. 


The Belt company pays insurance on $400,000 
personal property in the Chicago plant. 

The concern has filed no schedules and the 
board of review in 1908 refused any reduction 
on the assessment. 


More Complaints Made. 

New complaints have been filed with 
Charles Lederer, chairman of the committee, 
against the Western Newspaper Union, 
which received yearly reductions of $40,000 
for three years; William Wrigley & Co., the 
Cooke Brewing company, the People’s Trust 
and Savings bank, the Drexel State bank, 
and the Railway Exchange bank.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 19.—A report was 
current today that orders have been issued 
for the mobilization of the First corps of the 
Russian guard preliminary to the occupation 
of Finland. While an investigation proved 
the report to be premature, it also estab- 
lished that such military occupation of the 
grand duchy may take place if it is found nec- 
essary thus to enforce the wishes of the 
Russian government. 


Grand Duke Takes Charge. 


Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch, com- 
mander of the Russian imperial guard. has 
returned to the capital to take personal 
charge of the dispatch of the troops in t 
event that they are ordered out. These-wil) 
include the czarevitch’s regiment of life 
guard Cossacks. 

The decision to prepare for an emergency 
was decided upon at a conference held at Pre- 
mier Stolypin’s chancellery, in which the 
ministers of war and marine and Lieut. Gen. 
Olchovsky, commanding the Twenty-second 
army corps, garrisoning Finland, took part. 
At the conclusion of the conference Gen. q)- 
chovsky left hurriedly for Helsingfors, his 
headquarters, 


Movement Already Is On. 


HELSINGFORS, Oct. 19.—A force of Cos- 
sacks numbering 125 arrived at Tavastehus 
today. Other companies of Cossacks are ex- 
pected to arrive at Frederikshamn and Hel- 
singfors tomorrow. These troops are the 
advance guard of the force dispatched by the 
Russian government to Finland asa prevent- 
ive measure against any movement on the 
part of the Finns to oppose Russia's action in 
enforcing its demands for a $4,000,000 contri- 
bution for national defense. 


EMPEROR SAILS FOR ODESSA 
ON WAY TO ITALIAN VISIT. 


Arrival at Southern Port Will Be Oc- 
casion for General Holiday—Many 
Troops on Guard. 


YALTA, Russia, Oct. 19—Emperor Nich- 
Olas salled today on board the Russian im- 
perial yacht Standart, en route for Italy. 
The Standart was convoyed by two Russian 
cruisers and is due to arrive at Odessa to- 
morrow morning. The arrival at Odessa 
will be made a general holiday. The czar 
will receive deputations representing the 
municipality, the nobility, and the Jewish 
residents. 

Many Troops to Guard. 

TURIN, Oct. 19.—The number of troops 
and police concentrated for the arrival of 
the Russian emperor is unprecedented. Em- 
peror Nicholas will be with King Victor 
Emmanuel and the queen on the anniversary 
of their marriage, Oct. 24, which is considered 
a tactful arrangement. 

It is reported that if the emperor goes to 
Naples by sea and later to Messina a French 
squadron also will escort him.

Army Pupils Take Successful 
Lesson in Aviation at Col- 
lege Park. 


College Park, Md., Oct. 19.—‘“ Motor trou- 
bles,’ the piague of the automobilist, today 
proved also to be a plague of aviators. While 
the government aeroplane was flying twen- 
ty feet above the earth, with Lieut. Frank 
P. Lahm operating the levers, the chugging 
of its most vital part, the motor, suddenly 
ceased. It was a new sensation for the em- 
bryo sky pilot, but his instructor, cool headed 
Wilbur Wright, grasped the levers and 
brought the machine safely to earth. 

The motor's. quitting work, which might 
have been followed by such an accident as 
that at Fort Myer a year ago, when Lieut. 
Selfridge was killed, proved to be the source 
of much amusement when discovered. 

After the machine had ‘been brought to 
earth the most strenuous efforts of the army 
officers, the mechanician, the aeronautical 
squad of the signal corps, and Mr. Wright 
himself could not get a single responsive 
chug from the motor. 


Motor Overhauled in Vain. 

Mr. Wright at first pronounced it magnet 
trouble and the magneto was carefully gone 
over. Then other parts of the motor were 
suggested as possible trouble makers, but 
only after several hours of investigation was 
it found that a careless private whose duty 
it was to keep the gsoline tank filled had 
failed to replenish the supply after yester- 
day's flights. When the gasoline was forth- 
coming the motor proved itself worthy of 
more trust than had been placed in it. 

Altogether five instruction flights were 
made today, two in the morning and the other 
three after 4 0’clock. Lieuts. Lahm and Hum- 
phreys each accompanied Mr. Wright on one 
of the morning filghts, while Lieut. Hum- 
phreys made two of the later flights and 
Lieut. Lahm the other. 

During one of the afternoon flights when 
Lieut. Humphreys was with the instructor, 
the aeroplane again raced with a railroad 
train. It seemedto be moving faster than the 
train. | 


Makes Long Flight in Afternoon. 

In the last flight of the day, on awhich Mr. 
Wright was accompanied by Lieut. Lahm, 
the machine remained aloft nineteen minutes 
and five seconds, the longest flight that has 
been made at College park. 

Lieut. Benjamin D. Foulois wit begin tak- 
ing instructions-from Mr. Wright within a 
short time. * 

Lieut. Foulois today gave Mr. Wright the 
government's check for $20,000 as a part 
payment for the machine which was pur- 
chased from the Wright brothers for the 
signal corps. Another $10,000, making the 
total contract price of $30,000, will be paid 
when the two army officers who have been 
receiving instructions are pronounced ac- 
complished aviators.

Department to Ask Ordinance 
to Prohibit Sidewalk Ex- 
hibition of Edibles. 


HAVE LAW IN KANSAS. 


Grocers of Sunflower State Say 
Loss of Outside Displays Does 
¥‘ Not Hurt Business. 


An ordinance prohibiting the exhibition of 
fruit, vegetables, and other foodstuffs on 
sidewalk stands probably will be urgedupon 
the city council by the health department 


next week. 

Charles B. Ball, chief sanitary inspector, 
will present the subject to Health Commis- 
sioner Evans and his assistants at a confer- 
ence to be held early next week, and it is said 
there is little question that the measure will 
receive unanimous support from the depart- 
ment. 

“It would be entirely a health measure,”’ 
said Dr. Ball, ‘‘ and so could not be opposed 
on the same grounds as was the effort of the 
State Street Protective association to re- 
move fruit stands on the ground that they 
were sidewalk obstructions. 

“ Prom the heaith standpoint the ordinance 
ts necessary because there is not longer any 
question of the danger of contagion from 
foodstuffs that have been exposed to the dirt 
from the streets. the exhalations of passers- 
bby. and the contamination of fliies."’ 


Have Law in Kansas. 

The campaign for this reform,.after bobbing 
up spasmodically for several years, will be 
revived by the health department largely 
because of the results of the operation of a 
similar law passed in the state of Kansas six 
months ago. The attitude of the grocers was 
called to the attention of Dr. Ball by an ar- 


- ticle in the monthly bulletin of the Kansas 


state board of health, reprinted from the 
Merchants’ Journal. 

The article in part follows: ‘ 

Xow that the Kansas pure food regulation proh{b- 
iting outside displays of fruits and vegetables has 
been in active operation for some months and hag 
received its trial at the hands of the Kansas gro- 
cers, it may He safely said that the plan meets with 
the approval of the great majority of the grocers 
of the state. Some thought the elimination of 
outside display would seriously cut down the fruit 
and green vegetable business, but it has not 
Gone 50. 

It may be in a few instances that the law has 
hurt business, but these cases are rare and usually 
will be found to be due to the fact that the grocer 
has not taken pains to make a tempting displey 
of vegetables inside. From a purely business 
standpoint the change has been @ good one and 
from a sanitary standpoint there is no dowbt of 


tts desirability.

Wing, “that the sentiment here is strong 
against the establishment of a postal sav- 
ings bank. At least, we do not need one 
here in Massachusetts, where we have an ex- 
cellent and time-tried system of our own. 

“It is possible that in other states, less 
thickly settled, the postal savings bank 
would become of great. value in developing 
a habit of saving. 

“Here, where we already, have a bank 
in every town of considerable size, there is 
not the same need for such an institution. 
Our banks have been demonstrated to be en- 
tirely safe. Because of the different neecs 
of widely separated sections of the country 
the suggestion has been made recently that 
it might be possible to allow the different 
states to choose for themselves as to whetb- 
er they would have a government postal bank 
or not. 

“Once the bank was established in the 
state it would have to stay there. Thére is 
reason to believe that a government bank 
would probably attract some deposits which 
are now withdrawn and hoarded in times of 
panic. I know that during the financial dis- 
tress of 1907 a great many deposits were 
withdrawn from perfectly sound banks 
which did not get back into the banks fora 
long time. For instance, during the first 
sixty days of the disturbance we sent out 
to banks in our vicinity nearly seven million 
dollars in cash. 


Sees Savings Banks Hurt. 
“ We never could see that that money actu- 
ally came back for a long period of time, and 
it must be that a great many people, when 
they withdraw their money from the bank in 
time of fright, do not put it back again until 
they are thoroughly recovered. 

“ Probably a good deal of their savings is 
spent. A government bank possibly will at- 
tract a little of this kind of money, but there 
will be a temptation to withdraw savings 
from ‘the private banks and put them into 
government banks, even with a loss of inter- 
est, on account of the supposed greater se- 
curity. To that extent the postal savings 
bank will always be a menace to the other 
institutions.”’ 

Another Boston banker, who was much 
averse to the use of his name, said frankly in 
talking of the central bank scheme: 

‘*T don’t suppose there is‘any doubt that if 
a great central bank with a capita! of $100,- 
000,000 were to be established today the 
Standard Ol] company or some similar ag- 
gregation of capital would surely control] it 
tomorrow. You could divide up the direct- 
ors among different sections of the country 
just as much as you chose, and yet in the long 
run the big financial interests would find a 
way to contro! these men in the bank through 
their outside interests. 


Would Give Wall Street Weapon. 

“Few men in a local banking institution 
are willing to contemplate being put into a 
position of open hostility to vast financial 
interests because of the facility with which 
those interests could ‘interfere with ordinary 
business operations. At the same time, wiih 
all the popular hostility to the controlling 


is any one to whom I would trust the impor- 
tant business of fixing discounts sooner than 
to them. 

‘In any event, it would be vastly to be 
preferred to any purely political control by 
a lot of politicians in Washington. What we 
want to do is to separate the government 
from the banking business entirely and not 
to perpetuate. its influence.”

Catholic priest, 92 years old, was found un- 
conscious in a gas filled room at St. Ignatius 
college yesterday, and’ died a few minutes 
after medical aid was summoned. 

The death of the priest is believed to have 
been due to an accident. He arose early and 
was attempting to light the gas when he fell 
to the floor. When his unconscious form was 
found a burned match was in one hand. He 
was found by another priest, who had been 
attracted by the odor of gas. 

Father Van Hulst was one of the most 
widely known Jesuit priests in Chicago, hav- 
ing been connécted with social and settle- 
ment work for the last thirty years. He was 
spiritual director of the House of the Good 
Shepherd for many years until three years 
ago, when he was forced to give up the work 
on account of illness and old age. 

He was born in Holland, Dec. 17, 1817, and 
ordained in December, 1839.

IN BATONYI CASE 


Jury Decides on Horseman’s 
Wife’s Plea for an Ab- 
solute Divorce. 


WILL KNOW NEWS TODAY. 
Husband Takes Witness Stand 


and Denies All Charges 
of Misconduct.

New York, Oct. 19.—A jury in the Supreme 
court decided tonight whether the second 
matrimonial venture of Frank Work’s daugh- 
ter, Frances Work-Burke-Roche-Batonyi— 
and the second venture of her second hus- 
band, by the way—is to be called off, but the 
decision will not be known until tomorrow 
morning, when a sealed verdict will be opened 
before Justice O’Gorman. 

Aurel Batonyi, a native of Austria and a 
former professional whip and horseman, 
took the stand himself this afternoon to deny 
his wife's charges of improper conduct with 
two women. After a great deal of family his- 
torg had been aired, counsel for both sides 
summed up and the court told the jurors that 
if they accepted the denial by Batonyi that he 
knew of or had visited any apartment house 
in Central Park West or had taken a taxicab 
ride with Beatrice Brevaine, an actress, they 
must bring in a verdict in his favor. 

If, on the other hand, they did not accept 
the denial there yet remained to them the 
duty of determining from the evidence of the 
seven witnesees for the plaintiff whether a 
statutory offense had been committed. 


Jury Remains Out Three Hours. 

When the jury came in court again after 
three hours’ deliberation it was announced 
that the questions as propounded by the 
court had been decided upon. They were 
sent home for the night with instruction to re- 
port in the morning. 

This, the last day of the trial, was markea 
at the ‘opening with more testimony by wit- 
nesses for Mrs. Batonyi to prove that the 
Austrian whip had been unfaithful to her. 
This was followed by emphatic testimony of 
the defendant, immaculately dressed and 
with his mustache carefully waxed, who 
spoke so heatedly and with such feeling that 
he was admonished by the court. 

He denied his wife's allegations in toto; 
branded.thém as lies; said he was hounded by 
detectives, and accused his wife's relatives 
and others of alienating her affections, ip 
connection with which charge he hae a suit 
for damages pending. 

Mrs. Batony!i was in court all day, but no 
sign of recognition passed between her and 
the man she is suing for absolute divorce. 
Batonyi, in previous proceedings, won his 
suit for separation and they have been living 
apart since. 


Batonyi Has Had Three Names. 

Cross examination of the defendant by Mrs. 
Batonyl’s lawyer braught out some new side- 
lights on the case today. 

“What is your real name?’ he was asked. 

‘‘ Aurel Batonyi.”’ 

‘‘You have had another name?’ 

“Two other names,’ responded the de- 
fendant. 

““ What were they?’ 

“Kohn and Muremberg,” he replied. “I 

Ghanged my name just as the Works did 
Their name originally was Worth when 
they were sailors.” * : 
##Mrs. Batonyi concluded her case with the 
testimony of, Annie Nelson, wha@is safMi to 
rs.

‘ér Margaret Allen, one of the two co- 
respondents named in the suit. Mrs. Law- 
rence’s deposition positively denies that 
Batonyi made the night visits to her apart- 
ments alleged by the plaintiff. 

Miss Nelson described the arrangement of 
the Lawrence apartment, but said she had 
neither seen or heard anything wrong there 
on the night of Dec. 17, 1907, the date named 
in the complaint. 


Batonyi Denies All Charges. 

Batonyi was the firet witness for the de- 
fense. He denied absolutely that he knew 
Mrs. Lawrence, that he. had visited her 
apartments on the night in question or that 
he had ever talked with her on the telephone. 
He also denied having visited ‘“‘ Margaret 
Allen.”” He swore that he never had ridden 
in a taxicab with Miss Brevaine. 

The horseman said he had brought three 
suits for $300,000 each against his father-in- 
law, Frank Work, Frank K. Sturgis, and 
Peter Cooper Hewitt for alienation of his 
wife’s affections. 

“1 do not care for the money,’’ he declared 
fiercely. ‘“‘ If I win I will give the money to 
charity. All I want is vindication.’”’ He as- 
serted that he and his wife were perfectly 
happy until outsiders interfered. ¥ 

Batonyi’s vehemence on the stand caused 
him to be cautioned several times by Justice 
O’Gorman. Batonyi’s attorney read from 
an affidavit alleged to have been made in 
connection with the allenation suits in which 
his client made charges regarding his wife, 
bringing in the name of Frank K. Sturgis 
and mentioning other men whose names were 


not disclosed.

GUGGENHEIM TO FIGHT BACK 


Proves Intention at Hearing of 
Petition Attacking Divorce. 


MAINTAIN A RAPID FIRE. 


Attorneys Attack First Wife’s Argu- 
ments Before Judge Honore. 


Whether or not Grace Guggenheim ie le- 
gally divorced from William Guggenheim, 
the youngest of the seven brothers of smeélitér 
fame, or whether the decree obtained tn Chi- 
cago on March 20, 1901, is void, wil! be de- 
termined by Judge Honoré in a hearing 
which began yesterday. 

The action is held on petitions filed by 
former Judge Edward F. Dunne, by whom 
the original decree was granted.

attorney for Mr. Guggenheim, that the court 
had no right to reopen the case. Whether 
or not testimony will be taken or the case 
dropped hinges upon the question whether 
the court has jurisdiction to open a case on 
its own motion after the term has expired in 
which the decree was entered. It is expected 
that Judge Honoré will announce his de- 
cision today. 

During the first day’s skirmish Mr. Gug- 
geenheim’s attorneys maintained a rapid fire 
series of arguments based on technical ob- 
jections to reopening of the case. 


Ignores Other States. 

Judge Honoré stated that the fact that,the 
Chicago divorce has been held valid by other 
states does not affect the situation, as these 
courts are without power to review the find- 
ings of the Illinois courts. 

He also declared he would give full con- 
sideration to the reports that Mrs. Guggen- 
heim was bringing the action in hopes of re- 
ceiving added pecuniary benefit. 

Attorney Seabury, in asking that the case 
be reopened on the grounds of fraud in the 
original hearing, said: 

“The fireat Guty of the court is to rectify 
its orders when they are shown to be fraud- 
ulent. What can be said of a court that re- 
mains idle when a charge of fraud is made 
against its recorde? These defendants want 
the court to believe that its hands are tied 
because the term has expired. 

*“‘If such a theory is correct, it means that 
parties can come into court and obtain a de- 
cree by fraud, and after the expiration of the 
term be immune from prosecution.” 


Sequel of “Poker Suit.” 

Elbert E. Jaycox, a wealthy insurance 
man, with offices at 159 La Salle street, dur- 
ing the day instituted divorce proceedings In 
the Circuit court against his wife, Ina Ward 
Jaycox. Desertion is charged.

OPPORTUNITY. 

Seventeen days ago Tun TRIBUNE made 
an analysis of conditions which in its 
opinion contributed to the detriment of the 
¢ity and a statement of opportunities 
which in its judgment awaited the men 
clear sighted enough to see them and 
public spirited enough to use them. 

There has been no disposition to push 
criticism beyond its warranted boundaries, 
and it is admitted that underlying the 
seeming passive toleration of conditions 
which should not be tolerable there is 
individual willingness to act aud readiness 
to serve. If this were not so criticism of 
Chicago had better be dropped as at once 
useless and disagreeable. It is because 
there are men and agencies which can 
remove the causes that the criticism is 
justified and that the critic finds his war- 
rant as a constructor and escapes the 
odium of a detractor. 

Tue Trisune has the belief that the 
means of ‘correction are available if the 
men whose personal disposition, civic 
pride, and business interest properly in- 
cline them will admit the need for united 
action and codperative endeavor. It has 
the belief that this need will be admitted, 
and as a confirmation of that it observes 
the action of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce in extending and the city coun- 
cil in accepting an invitation for a con- 
ference. : 

When this spirit has spread to the other 
organizativuns of the city, official and un- 
official, public and quasi-public, political, 
commercial, and social, the justification of 
the unpleasant task of criticism will be ap- 
parent. Tus TrisuUNE, assuming no pre- 
rogatives other than those possessed by 
any Chicago institution or Chicago citi- 
zen truly desirous that the best in the 
city’s possibilities shall be attained, calls 
to the attention of these other organiza- 
tions the fact that an opportunity exists 
all the more promising because of the re- 
sponsive attitude of the Association of 
Commerce and the city council and city 
administration. 

It does not limit its appeal to the or- 
ganizations which in their separate fields 
have been best known. It addresses itself 
not only to such bodies as the Commer- 
cial club, the Citizens’ association, the 
Civic federation, the Municipal Voters’ 
league,’ the Legislative Voters’ league, 
etc. There is an irresistible force latent 
in the societies, mighty as they are mod- 
‘est, which serves for purposes of com- 
munity, religious, national, social, and fra- 
ternal expression... They, to a greater de- 
gree than any other, contain the people of 
Chicago. 

That force, once conscious of its power 
and invited to use it for the betterment of 
the city, would make all things possible.

PATRIOTISM PAYS. 

Mr. Harry G. Selfridge has not Tre 
stricted his beneficent London activities 
to the opening of a great store run after 
the Chicago fashion. That is a boon in- 
deed to Britishers, but Mr. Selfridge has 
done more than that. He has lessened 
the fear of a German invasion by getting 
up a volunteer regiment. He prefers 
peace but he intends to bg ready for war. 

Mr. Selfridge may have thought that 
the pattiotie emotions which filled his 
heart could not take a more pleasing 
tangible form than that of a regiment of 
men equally ready to sell goods for him 
and die for their country. But it is no 
disparagement of those emotions to sug- 
gest that perhaps he thought his warlike 
attitude would be followed by imcreased 
returns—more customers. Probably it 
bas been. ‘ 

This dual activity bears out the lesson 
which Tue Tripune has been preaching 
for a few weeks, that public service may 
contribute to private gain. The senti- 
ments which actuated Mr. Selfridge in 
London and have redounded to his finan- 
cial advantage there, if manifested with 
equal vigor in Chicago would give its bus- 
iness men fatter purses in a fairer city. 


DISMISS THEM. 

The householder who lives under the 
cloud of a smoking chimney is as much 
annoyed and injured when the chimney 
is part of a public school building or a 


of a factory. He has more reason to 
complain of the municipal than of the pri- 
vate nuisance, for it is the duty of the 
city to set citizens a good example by 
obeying its own ordinances. When city 
employés violate the smoke ordinances 
with impunity, while private offenders 
are prosecuted, the latter are inclined to 
say it is a case of the pot calling the ket- 
tle black. 

If too much smoke comes from. the 
chimney of a municipal lighting plant the 
man who is responsible should be taken 
before the civil service commission ani 
discharged. His successor would be more 
eareful. If the chimney of a public school 
smokes, the school board should order the 
dismissal of the offending employé. <A 
little vigorous disciplining would end the 
smoke nuisance as far as public buildings 
are concerned, 


CORRECT THE BLUNDER. 

If the city council have any Pegard for 
the safety of the patrons of nickel fthea- 
ters it will restore at once to the fire de- 
partment the authority and. the obligation 
for the inspection of these places of 
amusement by correcting the ordinances. 
Chief Horan and his firemen were ep- 
forcing the law. Prevention is the policy 
of the department, and it is particularly 
eflicient in inspection of this character. 

The electrical inspectors and the build- 
ing department probably would undertake 
the work as thoroughly as possible, but 
they cannot hope to be as successful as 
men who are trained to prevent fires as 
well as fight them. If it be necessary 
that the electrical buréau inspect the ap-

True, he 
was ridiculed at home, as well as in this country, for 
affecting as viceroy an even greater amount of maj- 
esty than the sovereign whom he represented. But it 
vastly enhanced his prestige and his power of useful- 
ness with the natives of India and was warmly ap- 
proved of by all those possessed of any knowledge of 
life in England’s great oriental empire. Viceroys of 
diminutive stature, such as, for instance, Lord Elgin, 
always have suffered on that account; and while the 
late Lord Ripon may have been liked, he was not re- 
spected to the same Wegree by the native princes and 
people as was Lord Curzon. 

Of no one, however, do the people in India retain a 
more profound impression than of the late Earl Mayo. 
He was a man of the most imposing physique, of state- 
ly carriage and manner, and although most charming 
and completely devoid of hauteur at home, inaugurated 
a policy of extraordinary exclusiveness in India. He 
would allow no native servants to wait upon him, and 
at table always was attended by twenty-four gigantic 
English footmen, gorgeous in powder and livery. He 
would not even permit the attendance of the native 
bodyguard, whom he replaced by a troop of British 
cavalry, resplendent in shiny helmets. 

On first arriving in India he shut himself up for 
three weeks in his study, with books relating to mat- 
ters of etiquette, precedence, guns, etc., and did not 
appear in public until he had mastered these all-impor- 
tant details. The consequence of this attention to what 
at first sight may appear to be insignificant details 
was that he was worshiped by the natives almost as 
a demi-god, and possessed an amount of authority and 
of prestige which none of his successors, with the pos- 
sible exception of Lord Curzon, ever has attained. 

= 

Lord Minto is much too cordial in his dealings with 
the natives and does not sufficiently realize the fact 
that he cannot treat Asiatics, and especially the peeple 
of India, in the same democratic way that won for him 
80 many warm friends in Canada when governor gen- 
eral of the Dominion. Thus not long ago, when at 
Simla watching the polo game, he caught sight of a 
petty prince among the spectators in another portion 
of the field, and crossed the latter in order to greet 
him instead of summoning him to his side by one of 
his aids de camp. Moreover, he approached him with 
a sweeping bow of his hat. 

The petty prince was quick to grasp the opportu- 
nity, and instead of responding in kind, contented him- 
self with a curt nod to India’s ruler, thereby enhancing 
his own reputation and prestige among the natives pres- 
ent, while that of the viceroy suffered in proportion. By 
the end of the week the story was all over India, and 
has not tended to make matters any easier for the 
English government among the 300,000,000 of orientals 
by which the empire is peopled. 

If the matter were put to the vote of Englishmen 
acquainted with India there would be a unanimous ver- 
dict to the effect that no man of less than six feet in 
height and of corresponding physique should ever be 
appointed as viceroy of India. Lord Minto, though a 
singularly gallant officer and an able administrator, 
does not fulfill these requirements, which should be 
considered carefully in the choice ef his successor.

Of all the members of the household of Emperor 
Nicholas there has been none until recently who stood 
higher in his favor than Maj. Gen. Prince Constantine 
Obolenski, one of the friends of his boyhood, with 
whom he has always been on such terms of intimacy 
as to address him with the familar pronoun of “ thou.” 
Gen. Obolenski’s sudden dismissal from the office of 
principal private secretary, or rather of chief of his 
private chancellerie, therefore has caused a sensation 
not only at court but also in official circles throughout 
the empire. For he was regarded by all as destined to 
succeed Gen. Baron Frederichs as minister ofsthe im- 
perial household and as grand master not only of the 
court but of the administration of the crown estates, 
enterprises, and fortune. 

About two years ago Constantine Obolenski recom- 
mended the czar to reform the management of his Si- 
berian gold works. Nicholas complied with this advice 
and was gratified to find at the end of the year that his 
revenues from the mines had almost doubled. Some 
weeks ago, however, one of the former employés of the 
crown mining department, who had been dismissed in 
connection with Obolenski’s reorganization, made a re- 
port to the emperor showing that in spite of the in- 
creased receipts the crown had been robbed within the 
preceding twelve months by the reform administration 
to the tune of $20,400,000. The emperor’s confidence 
seems to have been shaken by this report, and without 
giving the prince any chance of defendifig hirkself, or 
taking into consideration the tainted source of the 
charges against him, summarily dismissed him within 
the space of twenty-four hours.

Monday.—Yes, the China sea does heave 

some. Our dozen or so of Filipino passen- 

gers, Who were so gay at the first meal. van- 
ished from sight on leaving the bay of Ma- 
nilla as effectually as if they had been thrown 
overboard, only to appear today as we neared 

Hongkong. 
When I gazed abroad this morning a new 

gensation was in store for me. It wag the 

same old! turbulent China sea, but its sap- 
phire waters were alive with Chinese fishing 
junks. I counted fifty-six of them without 
moving from one spot. They are seemingly 

small affairs, with a sail like the crest of a 

New Guinea crown pigeon. The captain says 

they are warned of approaching typhoons 

by their nets becoming slimy; then they 
bustie for the shore, eighty miles or so away. 

At noon we can see the distant dim dark 
shore line of the Lema islands, to the south 
of Hongkong, and everywhere the brownish 
yellow fan shaped’sails of the junks; and still 

a sapphire sea with crests of pure white 

diamond flakes. 

From New York to Manila I have rarely 
been out of sight of a Chinaman. Now Iam 
to see him on his OWp dunghill. 


First View of Hongkong. 

By 2 o'clock we are in the midst of a sea 
of islands, all rising nearly straight up out 
of the water and reaching an elevation of 
2,000 or more feet, and al) are treeless, for- 
bidding, barren, rocky, or at best covered 
with grass, and in many places the naked 
rock showing through. We draw near the 
fifteen mile long, high, irregular, rocky 
island of Hongkong, and as we approach 
it from the south and west end we can see 
hear its summit great brownish houses of 
squarish shape scattered, apparently, with- 
out regularity. 

These houses are the outposts of the city 
of Victoria, as it is called, to distinguish it 
from the island, Hongkong. Roads appear- 
ing like lines, zigzag back and forth across 
the island. Nedrer, in the ravines, light tim- 
ber is seen. Though the island of Hongkong 
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twenty-seven masked batteries can be dis- 
covered. 

The day is perfect, and as we near port 
our seasick Filipinos put in an appearance, 
one by one, and below the Chinese passen- 
gers now blossom out in blue and gray and 
black and white silks. As we draw near the 
lower end of the island, the houses on top 
assume shape and look like a bit of old Eng- 
land. We now approach a little islet crowned 
with a lighthouse, and soon come in full sight 
of a forest of masts and funnels, and smoke, 
and long rows of four to’ six story dingy 
houses of the city proper, which begins at 
the water front and extends up the side of 
the hill for a half a mile or so. Asseen from 
here the city is certainly neither beautiful 
nor imposing. 


Big Vessels Fill Harbor. 

We are in Hoggkong bay, seemingly land- 
locked on every side, a broad, irregular 
stretch of water, lined with hills, islands, 
and the mainland, which appears equally 
hilly and barren and broken, like a bit of 
southern Colorado. Everywhere are big ships 
and little ships, steamers and sailing ships, 
big white river steamers, not unlike Hudson 
river steamers, and strange, crazy Chinese 
craft of every description; but nowhere in 
sight is the flag of the stars and stripes, but 
an abundance of English, Japanese, German, 
French, and Chinese flags. 

Even yet there is nothing to suggest China. 
The city in front of us might be a part of 
Gibraltar, with its long, straight walls of 
grayish, dirty red brick buildings. Still there 
is something imposing in the scene, especial- 
ly in the towering wall of rock which rises 
up behind the city and the reddish yellow 
barren walls on the oprosite shore of the bay. 
I was slightly disappoimted in the number of 
ships in the harbor. It seemed to me that 
there were not many more than I had just 
left behind in Manila, and the impression of 
life and activity is certainly not nearly so 
great as in the harbor of New York City, 
nor would the bay, in my estimation, com- 
Pare in beauty with that of San Francisco.

The hotel is on the city side 
of the island, from which it is separated by 
a narrow canal, with stone lined walls. 

After a hurried breakfast I yield myself to 
an English speaking Chinese guide and climb 
into a big, easy, and comfortable chair, which 
is carried by three athletic looking coolies. 
With my guide in another chair leading the 
way, we do the city, oratany rate 80 much of 
it as is possible to be done in a single day. 
To tell you all that I have seen today would 
take not only my hours of sleep tonight but 


all day tomorrow.

Meeting Exposes Huge Profits 
Which Roads Now Are Said 
to Be Making. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 19.—That any proposed 
general advance in freight rates will disturb 
existing business conditions, and that such 


{ an advance is not justified and will be vigor- 


ously contested by the leading shippers’ or- 
ganizations of the country was the tenor 
of resolutions adopted today at a meeting 
of representatives of shippers and other com- 
mercial organizations. 

The day was devoted to a discussion of the 
freight situation, and it was determined to 
at once inaugurate a strong movement in 
opposition to the contemplated advance in 
rates, a committee being created whose duty 
it shall be to propagate a campaign of educa- 
tion of the public on freight rates and to 
have all the powers of the general conference 
in dealing with that subject. 


Attack Pamphlet of Roads. 


The resojutions attack the pamphlet which 
was issued by the Trunk Line association, 
which gave alleged causes for an enforced 
raise in freight rates, saying it was biased 
and misleading. The resolutions say the 
Pamphlet omitted the following facts: 

“Whereas, The true purpose of said 
pamphlet is to prepare.the public for a con- 
templated advance in freight rates. 

“The net income per mile of road of the 
railroads in the United States for 1907 ex- 
ceeded that for 1897 by $1,534—an increase of 
845 per cent. 

“ The net income per mile of road itn group 
1 (New England) for 1907 exceeded by $740 
that for 1897—an increase of 41 per cent. 

“The net income per mile of road in group 
2 (trunk line territory) for 1907 exceeded that 
for 1897 by $2,525)an increase of 170 per cent. 

“The net income per mile of road of the 
roads in group 3 (C. F. A. territory) for 1907 
exceeded that for 1897 by $1,605—an increase 
of 521 per cent. 

“The surplus from operations of roads in 
group 3 for 1907 was $258 per mile greater 
than the net income of the roads in said 
group for 1897. 


Roads’ Incomes Gain Heavily. 

* The net income of all the railroads in the 
United States for 1907 was $449,461,188, an 
excess for 1907 over 1897 of $368,203,682, an 
increase of 453 per cent. 

“The surplus from operations of al! the 
railroads in the United States for 1907 ex- 
ceeded the net income for 1897 bu $60 065.785 

“The amount of stock paying dividends in- 
creased from $1,6038,549,978 in 1897 to $4,948, - 
756,208 in 1907, an increase of $3,345,206. 225. 

“The rate of dividend on stock increased 
from 5.43 per cent in 1897 to 6.23 per cent in 
1907, an increase of 14.7 per cent. 

“The revenue per train mile, al) trains, of

*“ Therefore, be it resolved by shippers from. 
all sections of the United States, in confer- 
ence assembled; 

' “ That, as said pamphlet does not set forth 
all the technical facts and is biased and mis- 
leading, said document is not a proper one 
for educating the public and does not fairly 
set forth the full information to which the 
public is entitled; 

“That the facts do not justify any general 
advance in freight rates, but, on the contrary, 
call for a reduction thereof; 

“That an executive committee be created 
and it is hereby instructed to prepare a 
full and complete answer to said pamphlet 
or other similar pamphlets, and to circulate 
the same for the education of the public as 
to the true [freight rate] situation, and for 
the further purpose of correcting any er- 
roneous impression that may have resulted 
from said pamphlet or other pamphlets of a 
similar nature; 

‘That as any proposed general advance 
in freight rates will disturb existing busi-

Eastern millers do not take & very bullish view 
of the market for the immediate future, although 
it le the general belief that there wil] be not much 
more than enough to go around this year. 
Millers have orders en their books than for 
many years at this time, some of them having four 
times as much business placed asa year ago at this 
time, but have provided for needs for several 
months to come. As a result the cash demand is 
likely to be moderate for wheat for sometime. As 
a rule mille last year took Secretary Wilson's crop 
figures as indicative of liberal supplies in the coun- 
try and as a result were caught with light stocks. 
This year every possible provision has been made 
to secure ample supplies in good season, and 
stocks in millers’ hands are liberal. It is figured 
that the wheat crop this year will have to supply 
about thirteen months’ requirements, where a 
year ago the crop was practically consum in 
eleven monthe. New wheat has been used right 
from the start, both spring and winter, owing 
to the practically exhausted stocks of old wheat. 
Millers whe have customarily used old spring 
wheat flour for two or three months of the new 
crop year have used the new wheat with excellent 
results.

EXPRESS SHARES ACTIVE. 


Advances Are Confined Almost Entirely 
to Inaciive Huldings, 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER] 


New York, Oct. 19.—[Special.]—A series of 
irreguiar fluctuations left the market at the 
close of today’s operations on the stock ex- 
change at a substantially lower level in the 
case of several of the most active issues, with 
gome exceptional advances, notably among 
the stocks of express companies. 

The day’s trading took its character large- 
ly from. the operations in United States Steel, 
which accounted for more than 25 per cent of 
the total trading of the session. The vol- 
ume of transactions was considerably re- 
duced compared with the previous day’s 
gales, falling nearly 200,000 shares short of 
the million mark. 


Final Prices Are Lowest. 


The most pronounced selling movement of 
the day occurred not long before the close, 
final prices in most cases being at the lowest 
The extent of the day’s reaction indicated 


by such net losses as 1% in United States 


Steel, 1% in Union Pacific, 1% in Reading, 1% 
in Chesapeake and Ohio, 2% in Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, with lesser declines in 
many other issues. The advances were con- 
fined almost ent rely to relatively inactive 
issues, the most cnspicuous of these 
changes being a further rise of 25 points in 
Wells-F'argo Express and 13 points in United 
States Express, whilethe American Express, 
sharingein the general strength of these 
stocks, showed a net gain of 8 points. 

The curtailment of‘ operations and the ac- 
companying decline in prices today fell co- 
incidently with the further easing of interest 
rates, which, taken in conjunction with the 
further adwance in foreign exchange rates.

day. The continued rise in foreign exchange 
seemed closely associated with covering op- 
erations by those who made commitments in 
exchange in connection with purchases of 
bills made some time since by those having 
a care for wee ioe around the first of 
November.
